Ohristmas in Mexico is not the typ-
lenl Christmas of cold and soow and
ice, but one of bright, warm sunabine,
cloudlems blue skies, lowers in profo-

At least o week before Cbristmas in
the principal streets of Mexico arches
are erocted frond sldewnlk to sidewalk,
festooned with wreaths of fowers and
bunting in the oational colors--red,
white and green.

THE FIRST PRINTING.

| bome of the Earliest Examples af the
| At Preservailve,

The following are the earliest known
examples of printing—two Indulgences,
printed usually on one side only of a
| single plece of vellum nnd two maguif-
leent Bibles, Of thepe one |8 known to
be the firmt complete book that ever
was printed by the wonderful new in-
vention, which, as the early printers so
often proudly mtate in their colophdns,
produced “letters without the ald of
rny sort of pen, whether of quill, of
reed or of metal"”

The first plece of printing which ls
sctually datéd is the famovs indul-
gence of Nicholaa V. to such as shonld
contribute money to ald the king of
Cyprus agalost the Turks. This indul-
gence has the printed year date 1454,
and a copy In The Hague museum has
the date “Nov. 16" filled In with n pen.
Mr. Duff tells us that “in the years
1454 and 1455 there was a large de
mand for thess indulgences, and seven
editions were lasted, These may be
divided Into two sets, the one contalp-
ing thirty-one lines, the other thirty
lines, the first dated example belong-
Ing to the former.”

This thirty line edition s shown to
have been printed by Peter Bchoeffer
de Gernshelm by the fact that some of
the initial letters which occur in it ap-
pear in another later Indulgence of
1489, which Is known to have come
from his press.—Baturday Review.
